PRACTICAL PHASED BEVERAGES 


CHUCK HUTTON 


The two-wire phased Beverage is a design that combines the great 
directivity of the Beverage antenna with the sharp null of a loop an- 
tenna. In practise the null of a Beverage is actually superior to that 
of a loop because in addition to discriminating on the basis of com- 
pass direction, it discriminates by arrival angle also. This allows 
the user to null one TA and hear another of almost identical bearing, 
or null a US station and hear a Latin on much the same angle but much 
further away. 

This time around theory will be ignored and practical construction 
details featured. 


Figure One is a simplified diagram of a two wire phased Beverage 
and the associated control box. One wire is termed "F" and the other 
"G"; "F" is the floating wire and "G" is the grounded wire. Cy, Le» and 
Ry, are in the leg of the system associated with "F"; C., L., fina R 
ake in the "G" leg. The same system of nomenclature wifl b® used in® 
all succeeding diagrams.

In this, as well as all other diagrams to follow, the two variable cap=- 
acitors are standard 365 pf units, the coils are 250 uH (preferably 
shielded in aluminum cans-the Miller A320A is an excellent choice), and 
all potentiometers are 1000 ohms. For T, see Figure Two, 


The procedure for creating a null is: (1) turn each pot. to minimum re- 
sistance. Start with "F" and seh 48 Cr for maximum meter reading. (2) 
adjust Cg for maximum reading. (3) adjust either Cr or C, until a null 
is seen on the S-meter or the offending station is reduced in strength. 
This generally will involve only a slight movement of the capacitor from 
the position where signals peaked. (i) eee whichever capacitor was not 
used in #3 until the null is deepened. (5) adjust Rg slowly and observe 
to see whether the null deepens. (6) if #5 yielded no improvement, slowly 
try the same procedure with Rr. 1 slowly rotate Ry and observe for any 
possible deepening of the null. ) repeat the process, making fine ad- 
justments as long as improvement is noted. 

At the points marked "X" in Figure One (which is identical to the 
unit Mark Connelly uses to phase his two 37 meter longwires) Mark has 
inserted a DPDT switch; in one position it grounds that antenna leg and 
in the other position it connects that antenna leg to the transformer. 
Mark's procedure for nulling is: (1) switch in "F" with "G" grounded. 
Set pot Rr at minimum resistance. Tweak ce for peak signal; note S- 
meter reading. (2) switch in "G" with "F" now grounded. Set pot R, 
at minimum resistance. Tweak Cg for peak signal. Note if S-meter read- 
ing is higher or lower than peaked Cr reading. (3) if "F" reading is 
higher than "G" reading,’ adjust Re to equaize the readings. If the "G" 
reading is higher, adjust R, for equal readings, (4) flip both switches 
to connect both "F" and "G"’to the balun coil. Carefully adjust the pot 
just used to equalize signals to reduce the strength of the undesired 
station. If no null is obtained, re-equalize strengths (step 3). Adjust 
the other pot with both "F" and "G" connected for a null. Touching up 
the capacitors slightly will deepen the null. Continue adjusting Rr and 
Rg plus Cr and Cg to obtain the best null, 


FIGURE TWO 


To wind the balun, obtain about three feet of enameled or insulated 
wire and cut it into identical sections each a foot long. Either twist 
the wires by hand or put one bunch of ends in a vise and the other bunch 
of ends in a drill and use the drill to twist. Wind the coil as pictured, 
‘being careful to mark each lead before starting. Solder 1B to 2A and also 
solder a short piece of wire to this junction. This is the center tap of 
the transformer; the short piece of wire will connect to Rt. Wires 1A and 
2B are the wires to which the "F" and "G" legs will be attached. Wires 
3A and 3B are the receiver connection wires. After winding and soldering 
are completed, fix the windings in place with coil dope, epoxy glue, or 
silicon rubber sealant. 

This balun has worked very well for me. I can not compare it with 
the coil used by Connelly and Bailey because they are using a "black box" 
balun of non-commercial origin. 


Figure Three is a slightly more elaborate phasing unit. The basic 
idea is the same. T2 is a toroid core of 8 turns of approximately #28 
enameled wire with a center tap that is grounded. The small value cap- 
acitors and potentiometers added are for use in finding a very deep and 
sharp null, which sometimes proves difficult with the basic setup; the 
positioning is too critical. The ganged switch is an operating convenience 
that reduces the number of manipulations that must be made. Cg, Cf, Rg, 
Re, Lg» and Lr are the same as before.

Cet and Crt should be small trimmers of perhaps 15 pf or so. Rit 
and Rgt should be 10-50 ohms. Neither value needs to be exact; anything 
with a low value compared to the main components will suffice. "REJ A" 
is the standard null position. In "REJ B" the toroid T2 is in the cir- 
cuit; T2 is a phase reversing transformer. 

The nulling procedure is the same as with the simpler unit. One may 
either resonate each wire separately by putting the switch in "F" and 
no and then adjusting for the null, or simply putting the switch in 
REJ A" or REJ B" and adjusting for the null without bothering to reso- 
nate the wires.. With a little experience one can tell quickly where 
the nulls will be in terms of capacitor settings, and the resonating 
step can be eliminated. 


Connection of the Beverages to the phasing box can be accomplished ® 


with coax, open-wire transmission line, or simply running the Beverage 
wire directly to the unit. The impedance mismatch between the antenna 


and RG58 does not seem to affect matters very much. If open wire line 
is used, each line will have to run into a balanced transformer in order 
to neutralize transmission line non-directional pickup. A slight bending 


of the antenna wires in order to bring them directly to the phasing box 
will probably not affect matters too much. 


Some problems that may be encountered: 


(1) Q: I can null OK but nulls sometimes last a few minutes-sometimes 
only a few seconds. Why? 

A: This is probably not due to your antenna or phasing box, but 
rather changes in ionospheric conditions. This situation is 
identical to that seen when you use your loop; skywave signals 
will often drift a bit, requiring re-positioning of the loop. 


(2) Q: I still say my nulls aren't steady enough, requiring constant 

readjustment of the controls. 

A: If the fault is to be in the antenna system, the only possibility 
is that the two wires are spaced too far apart. If this is the 
case, diversity reception is occuring; your wires are not "seeing" 
the same s. ave signal due to their physical separation. While 
appreciable diversity effect is usually found only at a minimum 
of 4; wavelength separation, enough diversity effect is encountered 
at 100 feet for the effects to be slightly noticeable. 


(3) Qt I can mull stations WXXX or WYYY fine but station W2ZZ won't null 

at all. Why? 

At Almost all stations should be nulled to a substantial degree. Un- 
fortunately, there will be a few which prove impossible to null. 
Generally, these stations are from 60 to 90 degrees off the 
front or rear of the antenna and the L-C circuit can not provide 
enough phase alteration to create the necessary 180° out-of-phase 
current. While the theoretical limits of the phase adjustment by 
the L-C circuits are + 90”, this is limited in reality to a slight- 
ly lower figure by the losses in the circuit. Switching toroid 
T. into the circuit should help on some stations. However, there 
afe likely to be a few stations that will not null satisfactorally. 
There should only be a few of these on the entire band. 


(4) Qs I can't null at all. Why? 

A: Don't go looking at the wires and wondering if that slight bend 
is responsible. The phasing system is very forgiving of such 
imperfection, The problem is os either the wiring of the phasing 
controls or the transformer T,. Check to make sure that everything 
is exactly per the diagrams; even with sloppy construction of the 
antenna and unit decent nulls should be obtained. 


(5) Q: My nulls are only 10 or 15 4B. Why? 

A: If this is the case for all stations on the band, check T,, If 
you have wound your own transformer on an air core, consider ob- 
taining the toroid core and winding it as per the diagram. A 
toroid is likely to be better balanced electrically and will have 
self-shielding properties that should minimize pickup from un- 
desired sources. 


(6) Q: What design considerations are important in construction of the 

phasing control box? 

A: Very little is critical. The toroid should be mounted at least 
one inch from metallic surfaces. The windings should be coated 
with coil dope, epoxy glue, or a silicon rubber sealant. The in- 
put wires should be kept as short as possible and separated from 
the output. Ground the case of the minibox to the station ground. 

(7) Q: I note the differences between operation procedures for the diff- 
erent phasing systems. why the difference? 

A: In the systems where each leg is resonated individually and then 
adjusted for a null, the end result is the same as in the one- 
step procedure. The resonant peak is quite easily noted on the 
receiver in the one step procedure, even though both antennas 
are connected. The difference becomes less important when you 
take into account that the position of C_ and C, when peaking 
"G" and "F" respectively are almost alwa¥s not fhe position 
where the null is encountered. The position where the null is 
encountered should be very near the peak position; this makes 
location of the peak advantageous in the nulling process. 


(8) Q: I just don't have the (wire/time/land) to put up another wire 
parallel and of equal length to the first wire, so that I can 
null stations using the two-wire phasing technique. Is there 
anything that I can do? 

Most definitely. The stipulation that the wires be parallel and 
of equal length is made in order to assure optimum performance. 
As the basic requirement is that we have a source of current 
which can be phased against the first wire, this current can 
actually be derived from any source, Beverages of different 
length and direction, longwires, verticals, dipoles, rhombics, 
bedaprings, anything can be used and will provide adequate 
nulling in most instances. Beware, however, that you are intro- 
ducing signal pickup into the system which may well partially 
defeat the tremendous directionality of a Beverage. This is the 
one and only reason why the system is described as two equal 
length, parallel wires! 


> 


(9) Q: I am pleased with the performance of my system and its nulls. 
Sometimes when I try to deepen nulls further by adjusting C 
or Cp, I succeed only to have the deep null lessened when é 
remove my hand. Why? 

At The cause is hand capacitance, which is sufficient to disturb a 
deep null. As the variable capacitors are insulated from the 
chassis (not grounded on one side as is usually the case), your 
body capacitance will be added to the system. The best remedy 
is to mount the capacitors on a panel behind the front panel 
of the minibox and epoxy plastic extension shafts onto each. 


({0)/Q: I am using posts to support my Beverage as no trees are avail- 
able. Rather than be forced to install another set of posts 
10 feet away for the second wire, can I mount it on the post 
along with the first wire? 

A: Yes and no. Yes if you can keep it at least a foot away from 
the first wire. No if it is closer, because undesirable 
re-radiation from the first wire will couple into the second 
wire. 


(11) Qt I live in a part of the country where the ground is not very 
conductive. In addition, I don't want to spend a small fortune 
on ground rods. Do I need to invest a large amount of time and 
money establishing a "perfect" ground for one wire? 

A: Not really. The purpose of the ground is not really to ground 
the wire, but to reverse the phase of the current on that wire. 
While a decent ground is desirable, experience shows that an 
excellent ground is not necessary to operation of the system. 


(12) Q: I read elsewhere that a ground counterpoise wire run underneath 
the wire will improve performance. That is an awful lot of 
trouble, and could prove hazardous to persons walking in the 
area. Is it worth it? 


A: It doesn't seem to be. The purpose of the wire is to reduce ground 
losses, and by doing so, eliminate alterations of phase relation- 


ships created by losses in the antenna. The L-C circuits can 
compensate for this condition. The improvement in loss char- 


acteristics of the antenna does not seem to be worthwhile. Also, 


the wave velocity of the Beverage will be increased by a ground 
counterpoise. s is important in only two situations: when 
running extremely long Beverages (on the order of a mile at MW 
frequencies) or when operating a Beverage at the upper freq- 
uency limits of its practical operation (5-10 mHz). 


(43) Q: I have never wound a toroidal core transformer and will therefore 


probably have some trouble. What are some tips on construction? 


: No need to worry. Toroids are pretty forgiving devices, and this 


circuit is non-critical. It doesn't matter whether the windings 
are evenly spaced around the core or whether one turn doesn't 
sit completely flat against the surface of the core. Also, the 
center tap does not need to be positioned with anything more 
than a normal degree of exactitude. 


(1h.) Q: Sometimes I notice nulls in signal level (of very good deepness) 


but this does not bring out the DX underneath; rather it seems 
to only weaken everything on the channel. Why? 

Az The cause is unknown. Usually a null thet allows the DX to sur- 
face can be found by moving one variable capacitor slightly 
and re-adjusting the other for a new null. These "false nulls" 
are pee ceattoen occurences but usually can be corrected for 
as above.

The developing countries have come of age in the telecommunicttions world and are 
now @ force to be reckoned with, More than that, they now realize that they have the 
power to exert great influence over the communications services that will-or will not- 
be made available to everyone in even the most powerful nations. Since technologicel 
restrictions keep the mmber of available slots on the radio bands limited, a block of 
votes from severe] developing countries could decide, for example, whether there will 
be 700 mere AM redio stations in the United States. There are some 90 developing 
ef the 154 members, giving the Third World a disproportionately powerful 


out 
The International Telecommunication Union has sponsored WARC conferences at 
epproximately 20 year intervals since 1865, when 20 European states met to adopt 
‘the Morse code as & uniform telegraph code for international] communications, 
the 


Until this year, WARC conferences have been little more than club meetings of 

top communications technicians from the most advanced countries who quietly 
@iscussed problems ani breakthroughs in communications, and how they best could serve 
their respective countries. Times have changed, and the number of countries 
participating in WARC 1979 is almost double the 87 that attended WARC 1959. In 
eddition, virtually all of the newer member countries are less developed countries 
with sharply different needs and priorities than the developed nationse 


The communications business also h=s changed since 1959, when the sky had yet to 
| be littered with even its first commmnications satellite. Technology is developing so 
quickly that some forms of commnicetions that didn't even exist is 1959 already sre 
| ebsolete, And international cooperetion is needed now more than ever to insure thet 

redio signals don't interfere with each other, 


The US has sent a 65-member delegation with 36 additional technical and admin- 
istrative staffers to the conference, under the direction of delegation chairman 
Glen Robinson, « University of Virginia lew professor and former FCC member signed on 
by the State Department for this purpose, 


Armed with 2000 pages of position papers on major issues, which have been worked 
on by subcommittees for years, the delegation-made up of representatives from all seg- 
ments and interest groups, renging from the government to sonsumer groups-is prepared 
to haggle over even the most technicelly difficult issues. 


Third World nations have watched for years as the industrial giants have grabbed 
the frequencies and bands they needed for whatever services they sought to develop, 
Now, as the limits of technology have crept up to the point where the telecommunications 
spectrum is becoming crowded, the developing nations have begun to call for @ "New World 
Information Order." 


"The US and USSR, the two most technologicelly developed countries, have 15 percent 
of the world population and use 50 percent of the world broadcast spectrum," said 
Thomas A. Hart Jr., treasurer of the Netional Black Media Coalition. 


The US policy is to seek maximum usage of the airwaves, to allow those who can use 
the spectrum now to do so and to work out ® sharing program when others are ready.

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(15) Q: I am phasing wires that run in different directions. Sometimes 
I have a very difficult time finding nulls; this is not the case 
when 2: phase wires that run in the same direction. What is the 
cause? 

A: The reason seems to be that since signal levels for station WZ2Z 
are likely to be much different on two non-parallel wires fhe 
phasing controls can be properly adjusted to create the 180 
phase difference but no null will be created because of the 
extreme difference in magnitude of the current. The solution 
is to adjust the capacitors to the peak position and then try 
alternately Rr and Rg at a mid-scale value while twiddling the 
Capacitors to create”a null. 


(16) ne What about Re? When should it be adjusted? 


: While this is not usually a critical adjustment, it is always 
best to rotate it slowly after adjusting the other controls. 
Sometimes it will be possible to further deepen the nulls. In 
very rare instances, no null or little null will be noticed 
until Ry is adjusted to the proper position. 


My thanks to Bill Bailey and Mark Connelly for forwarding their

BOOK REVIEW 


LIST CF BROADCASTING STATIONS...BELCW 5950 kHz: A REVIEW 


by MICHAEL S, HARDESTER 


On returning to the United States, from Okinawa, my wife and I 
traveled around the country and one place we visited was the United 
Nations in New York. while there, 1 checked out the UN Gcokstore, in 
the basement, which offers ITU publications. 1 had hoped to pick up 
a couple of current “Lists" for DX purposes, but was more than a 
little unhappy to note that the selection was poor and outdated. How- 
ever, I was able to review some "Lists" which I had heard of, but had 
no idea of the material contained within. So, it was on this occassion 
that I had the opportunity to look through a, very, dated copy of 


the ITU publication entitled List of Broadcasting Stations Upersting 
in the Bands Selow 5950 kHz. 


After looking through the book, I was convinced it had potential 
value and cecided to purchase a copy from the ITU in Geneva. I waited 
until the Tenth Edition, February 1979, was available figuring it 
would have current information including the changes brought about by 
the November 1976 switch to a 9 kHz frequency allocation...was I ever 
wrong! 


The book, printed in French, English and Spanish, clearly states 
“The present edition of this list is printed from information 
recorded in the Master International Frequency Register at 1st 
February 1979." It went on to mention that a computor hed been used 
in preparation of the material for publication, so I assumed the 
information would be very current...wrong again. 


Before mentioning some of the errors(?) noted, the format should 
be mentioned. The main section of the book is divided into "countries" 
based on the ITU abbreviations for countries. Before the main section 
are 36 pages (12 per language) of instructions on how to use the 
list. After the main section are 24 pages of explanations from the 
"Hemarks" column. Under each country are ten columns: supposed trans- 
mitter s‘te (in alphabetical order); frequency in numerical order for 
each cit , station call-sign (if any is known); geographic coordi- 
nates ( ugree/minute); the area of intended coverage (local, all 
Over the country, etc); power output in kilowatts; antenna direction 
(mest are listed as non-directional); sign-on/sign-off times of the 
stations based on GMT/UTC; the operating agency/company; and remarks. 


If the information contained in the publication is taken as 
accurate, it would provice an excellent source by which transmitter 
sites of European longwave stations, broadcast band, and shortwave 
broadcast stations (below 5950 kHz) could be confirmed. Additionally, 
the dispute over transmitter site, by frequency, could be resolved.’ 
However, this would be true only if the information is considered as 
accurate. 


The ITU states the information is from information on file, so 
it is either the error of the ITU computors or the broadcasting 
agencies involved which allowed, as examples - and not at all 
totally inclusive, the following errors to be printed: Fiji listed 
with shortwave stations ective on 3230, 3284; 3935, 3980, 4756 and 
4765 kHz; Gilbert Islands with a 2kw transmitter on 4912.5 kHz 
Cperating at O4GC to 0700 GiT/UTC; or how about this = Z8U on 3940 
kuz, with 2000 watts of non-directional power, from 2200 to 1500 
hours GMI/UTC from, are you ready for this?, Hong Kong!! The listings 
for Ukinawa (Ayukyu Islands), Japan, are at least three years old. I 
could continue, but this is enough for now. 


After reviewing the book, it would appear to have very limited 
value for most Oxers, and at US$42.00 or so (plus approximately 5310) 
it isn't something you add to your reference shelf simply because 
somecne else has one! With the exception of listing all of the ccor- 
dinates of the stations listed, the remaining information can be 
found, in a more up-to-date form, in the current World Radio-TV Hand- 
book. If, for whatever reason, you decide you need a copy, it can be 
ed direct from the ITU in Geneva. I would, however, Suggest you 
write the ITU to check on the current availability/price plus the sur- 
charge fcr airmail postage, if cesired. And when sending payment (not 
to acvertise), 1 have found the most widely accepted form of Payment 
anc least expensive, when a personel check will not be accepted is an 
American txpress Money Order.

Network affiliations with Mutual and NBC-Blue were rearranged and 
they became an ABC net affiliate. In 1946 WFIL was purchased by Triangle Publications. WFIL 
has had many stars pass through its studios: Bert Parks, Ed MoMahon, Henry Morgan, Eddie Fish- 
er, Gene Rayburn, and on the TV side Dick Clark and his American Bandstand. In addition to 
its many "firsts" WFIL has the first four-way broadcaster in the nation, using AM,FM, TV, and 
FAX modes of operation.
